Island of Formosa, 
Early In April 
Vesuvius burst forth , destroy ing life 
and property for miles around th e vol­ 
canic mountain. 
A few day s later th e 
Ban Francisco earth quake and fire ca­ 
lamity startled th e world with Its al­ 
most unparalleled h orrors. 
In August an earth quake devastated 
th e coast cities of Ch ile, causing h eavy 
loss of life, especially iu Valparaiso. 
In September a destructive ty ph oon 
swept over Hongkong and a cy clone 
caused great destruction on th e gulf 
coast, notably at Mobile and Pensacola. 
A fierce West India h urricane in Octo­ 
ber destroy ed life and property on th e 
coasts of Venezuela, Honduras, Salva­ 
dor aad Cuba. 
Landslides, cloudbursts 
and floods, sh ipwrecks, fires aud rail­ 
way accidents added tv* th e y ear’s rec­ 
ord of victims.

One of the oddest things that ever 
happened on a ball field took place on 
Hie west side grounds, In Chicago, in a 
game against New York. Anson’s men 
were playing the Giants, and the vic­ 
tory hung in the balance until in the 
ninth Inning, with the score even. Bill 
Lange faced Jouet Meekin and rampsod 
a certain double to center. There wero 
two o ut and the crowd rose with a yell 
of delight when Lange smote the ball, 
which rolled past Van naltren. 
That ball roiled on and finally disnp 
peared. 
Van Haltren was on top of It, 
but Instead of picking it up he sudden­ 
ly threw himself flat on the ground, 
rammed his right arm into the earth 
and 
commenced 
reaching. 
Lang© 
meantime kept on. 
He turned second, 
raced on to third, gave a look outward 
and then sprinted for home, scoring the 
winning run. 
The ball had rolled into a hole in the 
ground front which a post bad been 
pulled that morning, and Van Haltren 
had been able only to reach It with the 
tips of his fingers. 
The next day the 
hole was filled In. 
Upon what small things the results 
of baseball depend can be guessed 
when it Is known that a forty-five cent 
bucket of paint won 
the 
National 
league pennant for Baltimore two years 
in succession. The men who composed 
the three times champion Orioles all 
adm it the fact that the bucket of paint 
had more to do with their pennant win­ 
ning than anything else. 
The facts are these: The Orioles 
t were not hitting. They could not find 
out why until one day Willie Keeler 
remarked that the ball when pitched 
from the pitcher’s box was the same 
color as the center fi^ld fence and that 
the ball was lost to them against the 
dark 
background. 
The players set 
themselves down to figure It out. and 
In the end they figured that the reasou 
they were not hitting was because 
there was a lack of relief In the color 
scheme of the grounds. The bat boy 
was sent in a hurry for a pot of white 
paint and a patch of the fence in cen­ 
ter field exactly on a line with the 
pitcher’s box, and the plate was daub­ 
ed white. The paint made a difference 
of nearly forty points per man in their 
batting averages that season, and they 
won the pennant. 
A fter that the space in center ou 
most of the big league ball grounds 
was 
kept clear or painted in some 
color that would assist the team in it© 
hittiqj;. 
The color scheme in baseball is more 
Important than the casual observer 
would suppose. For instance, the Tolo 
grounds are one of the hardest grounds 
in the world for an outfielder. Back of 
the grand stand rises a huge bluff— 
“Coogan’s bluff” — and the stand 1» 
built partly on the side of the hill 
Naturally the shadow of the stand and 
the bluff lies heavy over the field as 
far out as second base In the late after­ 
noon, and the outfielders have great 
difficulty in seeing the ball until It rises 
out of the shadow and above the sky 
line. The players learn to Judge balls 
by the way they sound against the 
bat. but visiting players a t the Polo 
grounds have a hard time judging line 
drives. 
For years the New York players have 
had the advantage because of the color 
scheme of their grounds. 
In center 
field is a panel of color to relieve the 
batter’s eye end show the bail in re­ 
lief against it, while to m itigate the 
effects of the shadow sections of the 
front of the stand and even the bowl­ 
ders on tiie hillside have lieen painted, 
j 
Those mechanical aids for batting are 
great things. Almost every home team 
j has its grounds arranged for relief In 
cylor, so that they can by looking at a 
certain spot be certain to see the hall. 
} It is not necessary for the ball to rise 
| against the relief background, but It 1© 
, necessary for the player’s eye to bo 
j tilled with the color, so that when he 
! looks at the ball It stands out in relief 
against the color which still Is imprint

or roughing is with a soft steel disk on 
which there flows a small stream of 
water and very fine sand. The disk is 
in a lathe, and the glass is held by 
the hands of the cutter, and on his 
ability to firmly hold the 
g la ss and 
true eyesight to see that lines are fol­ 
lowed depends the quality of the aril- 
ele. 
Cut glass in blank or plain form is 
k nown as lead glass or best metal 
glass, crushing or collapsing lik e sand 
Instead of shattering of break ing lik e 
window or lime glass. 
From the roughing or first cutting 
the article l**ing cut goes to the 
smoothing process, the same lines or 
cutting being followed on two stone 
disk s, one of GcBlgleigb or gas stone 
Imported from England and the other 
of blue stone, the finest cutting being 
done with the latter. The polishing Is 
done with wooden disk s, from which 
the glass goes to an acid bath and 
thence back to the polisher, who uses 
a chemical compound lik e putty, and 
finally to a felt disk or wheel, then the 
brush wheel and fine’ y the wash with 
water.
